| knew Ham Hicks KB4BR was still well connected politically and he graciously agreed to help. In 2006, the NC 
legislature formed a committee called the Joint Select Committee on Emergency Preparedness & Disaster Re- 
covery. Both Sen. Julia Boseman and Rep. Danny McComas of New Hanover County (Wilmington) served on 
that special committee, as well as Brunswick County Emergency Manager Randy Thompson, who’s been a 
staunch advocate of amateur radio. We thought we would capitalize on the goodwill that amateur radio gener- & 
ated following Hurricane Katrina, and Ham agreed to ask Julia about introducing a bill. Because 2006 was oneof @ 
the even year short sessions where only budget related bills are discussed, a bill wasn’t introduced in the 2006 
session, but Ham kept lobbying for a bill. As the new SM, Tim Slay agreed to lend his support to what John 
Covington had initiated. Tim Slay even attended a Joint Select Committee meeting shortly after becoming SM,

and Ham Hicks testified before the Joint Select Committee on behalf of a bill, even though one hadn't yet been . 
introduced in the 2006 session. | 
Finally, in early 2007 with an odd year long session underway, Ham told me that Sen. Boseman was looking fora © 
bill. | contacted Dan Henderson, NIND, ARRL’s Regulatory Manager, and asked his opinion as to which state a. 


had the best antenna bill. The answer came back that Virginia and Oregon had the two laws most favorable to S 
amateur operators. After looking at both laws and discussing them both with Sen. Boseman, she thought the ® 
Oregon model with a 90 foot height range would have the better chance of passage. So the Oregon law was & 
adapted and introduced in two versions: in the Senate as SB404 through Sen. Boseman, and in the House as & 
HB1340 with Rep. McComas as the sponsor. Rep. Nelson Dollar of Cary also signed on as a co-sponsor of 
HB1340. Through a procedural matter, SB404 was introduced in the Senate as having application only in New 
Hanover County. Instead of trying to expand SB404 to apply statewide, both Sen. Boseman and Rep. McComas 
agreed that Rep. McComas’ HB1 340 bill should become the lead bill. 


Ham Hicks went twice to Raleigh to testify before House and Senate committees. His tenure as the mayor of 
North Carolina’s largest coastal city besieged by three major hurricanes that relied on ham radio for emergency 
communications carried great weight with legislators. As Dan Henderson from ARRL HQ told me, “Never have 
we seen a State pass an antenna bill so quickly in its first session of introduction and with such unanimity. Such 
bills usually take three to four years to pass.” The votes for passage were | 15-0 in the House and 49-0 in the ® 
Senate. @ 


A reminder: the bill applies only to municipal ordinances, such as county or city zoning regulations. Hams who 
live in subdivisions with Covenants, Codes & Restrictions (CC&Rs) still need to comply with such rules if they 
prohibit antennas. ARRL legal counsel has determined that only federal law will supersede CC&Rs, and bills have 
been introduced in past sessions of Congress to address CC&Rs but none have passed yet. Meanwhile, North 
Carolina hams who live in areas only regulated by municipal ordinances will soon enjoy the ability to erect an- 
® tennas up to 90 feet with “reasonable accommodation,” meaning the burden of proof shifts to the municipality 
®instead of falling on the ham radio operator. Pe
